The  astro- 
nauts would  move  from  the  cap- 
sule to  the  trailer  after  they  were 
in  orbit<and  would  return  to  the 
capsule  for  separation  from  the 
laboratory  and  tl>eir  descent  to 
earth. 

These  plans  do  not  include 
rendezvous,  a major  objective  of 
the  Russian  space  program.  Mc- 
Namara, however,  said  MOL  has 
the  “potential”  for  adding  ren- 
dezvous if  it  is  decided  to  send 
a second  capsule  of  men  up  to 
use  the  same  laboratory'. 

He  estimated  that  the  change 
in  program-adopting  MOL  and 
dropping  Dyna-Soar  will  save 
$100  million  in  the  next  18

Accident 


Accidents  occur  when  tw’o  objects  arrive  at  the  same 
place  at  the  same  time.  The  difference  betw'een  an  accident 
and  a -near  miss  is  usually  a difference  of  less  than  one  sec- 
ond of  time. 

DR.  GARY  CARLSON,  director  oLthe  Computer  Center, 
believes  you  can  learn  how  to  pix)vide  that  second.  He  lists 
two  principles. 

THE  FIRST  PROCEDURE  is  the  ability  to  predict  what 
traffic  situation  will  be  in  the  next  few  seconds.  When  you 
are  imbedded  in  the  traffic  flow,  conceptually,  you  should 
be  several  seconds  ahead  in  time  and  visualize  where  each 
car  and  pedestrian  will  be  in  the  immediate  future.  This 
means  that  when  you  are  about  to  pass  someone  you  should 
clearly  visualize  where  you  will  be  and  w’here  the  other  cars  ^ 
and  people  will  l)e  within  the  next  few  seconds.  i 

Another  example  is — when  you  approach  the  blind  spots  i - 
of  anotjier  car,  the  burden  of  anticipation  is  on  you  since 
the  other  driver  is  probably  not  aware  of  your,  existence 
Dr.  Carlson  points  out  that  this  ability  to  anticipate  the  im- 
mediate future  developments  is  not  an  inborn  gift,  but  carl 
be  developed  with  practice.  | 

THE  SECOND  FUNIU\MENTAL  of  survival  in  traffic! 
is  to  actively  put  yourself  m the  other  person’s  position.  Drj 
Carlson  does  not  mean  in  the  vague  Golden  Rule  sense,”  bul|l 
an  active  consideration  of  the  other  person. 

He  claims  that  this  technique  is  most  valuable  at  inter- 
sections. As  you  see  someone  else  approaching  the  intersect'  r . 
ion,  imagine  what  he  plans  and  wants  to  do.  On  foot  we 
rarely  step  in  front  of  someone — why  should  we  act  dif-  : 
ferently  when  in  a car?  It  would  be  much  safer  if  ever> 
other  driver  gave  you  the  respect  and  consideration  that 
you  desire.

This  blacktopped  court  is  strict- 
ly for  employet'  use;  just  as  the 
bridge  is  strictly  for  student  foot 
traffic. 

THE  REST  of  the  building  is 
still  on  schedule  and  mostly  in 
the  “cleaning  up"  stage.  It  will 
be  turned  over  to  the  University 
on  April  G.  .said  officials.  They 
estimated  that  the  building  would 
be  ready  for  occupancy  about 
May  15  after  the  furniture  is 
movfKl  in.  drapes  hung,  and  the 
final  touches  put  on  tlie  building.

DR.  COCHRAN  will  speak  to

Early  in  1962  Dr.  Cochran  dis- 
covered tliat  tobacco  mosaic  vir- 
us ribonucleic  acid  could  be  form- 
■ed  by  cell-free  extracts  made 
from  infected  plants. 

The  second  breakthrough  came 
-when  he  announced  to  leading  vi- 
ral and  cancer  i^earch  scientists 
. j of  the  world  that  he  and  his  as- 
■sociates  had  caused  extracts  of 
health  plants  to  form  new  units 
of  an  infectious  virus  in  a test 
tube. 


HE  BELIEVES  that  his  experi- 
ments using  healthy  plant  ex- 
5 itracts  will  open  new  vistas  in  vi- 
- ^ iral  research,  and  that  his  discov- 
■if-  eries  will  lead  to  an  understand- 
ring  of  chemical  reactions  that 
make  the  infectious  virus  units. 

The  discoveries  will  also  aid 
in  cancer  control  research  pro- 
grams because  of  the  evidence 
that  certain  forms  of  cancer  are 
induced  by  viruses.
